RECORD ASSERTS 
WILSON PLEDGED 
YANKS TO EUROPE 


Quotes Speech. 


New York, Oct. Special.]—A' 
pee in French of the official records of 


ence on May 31, 1919, which gives the 
text of a statement by President Wil- 
son, which has been called into contro- 
versy by Senator Belden P. Spencer's 
assertion that the president had prom- 
ised aid to Roumania and Serbia, has 
come into the possession of the New 
York Tribune. 

Joseph P, Tumuity, secretary to the 
president, said today Mr. Wilson had no 
stenographic record of the session and, 
as far as the president knows, none 
was in this country. 

The president’s statement, which 
was interpreted by Senator Spencer as 
promising aid to the Europeans whom 
the president was addreésing, is print- 
ed on page 23 of the official abstract of 
the official Fregich minutes. 


Premier Raised the Issue. 

The president’s words. were brought 
out by Premier Bratiano,who after com- 
plaining that the Roumanian delega- 
tion had not had twenty-four hours to 
examine the text of the treaty handed 
to them the previous evening, submit- 
ted a series of documents marked an- 
nexes A, B, C, and D, explaining Rou- 
mania’s attitude toward the stipulated 
guaranties of minor rights and the pro- 
posed treaty in general. Annex B sum- 
marized Roumania'’s objections to the 
clauses concerning the treatment of na- 
tional rhinorities: The document said: 
“Roumania has assured complete 
equality of the rights of political and 
economic liberty to all her citizens 
without distinction as to their race or 
religion. In a general sense, Roumania | 
is prepared to gecept in thig- matter 
dispositions whose validity al! the 
states adtieriny the league of 
tions will acknowledge for their re.

Georgia Governor Asks

Prices Boosted by 
“Wash Sales.” 


Sweeping indictments against Chi- 


neither produce the fuel nor deliver it 


| to the consumer, but who are held re- 


sponsible for the prevailing exorbitant 
prices—are expected to be returhed by 
the federal grand jury within the next 
few days. 

For the last six weeks federal in 
vestigators, working under the direc- 
tion of District Attorney Charlies F. 
Clyne, have quietly been gathering the 


} data upon which the indictments will, 


be based. The investigation, it is fore- 
cast, will result in. driving these men 
out of the coal business just as the 
profiteering sugar brokers have been 
smoked out by federa] inquiries. 

It has be-. found, it is stated, that 
in some cases a ten of coal has passed 
through the hands of four or five 
of these brokers, each taking a profit 
of about 50 cents a ton, before it final- 
ly reached the dealer, who sold it to 
the consumer. 


Reap Excessive Profits. 
Responsibility for the profiteering 
prices exiating in Mlinois, it is said, 


has been placed by the investigation 
eritirely at the doors of these brokers 


the mines. The retailers, it has been 
found, and é@ven a majority of the 
ewholesalers have been forced to charge 


‘phigh prices because of the excessive 


profits reaped by the brokers. 

“These brokers have little or no 
overhead expenses to pay,” said Mr. 
Clyne. “Their whole outlay consists 
of desk space in some office and a tele- 
phone. They have sprung up, like 
mushrooms in the coal business just as 
they blossomed out in the sugar indus- 
try and sent the price of that commod- 
ity beyond all reason. ‘These are the 
fellows who should be driven out. 
“One of these brokers buys the coal 
and passes it along to another broker, 
charging 60 cents a ton as his fee. The 
next broker passes it along to the neat 
until the last one, realizing he can’t 
possibly add another profit is forced to 
‘turn it over to a dealer. I am not at 
liberty to diselose the nature of the evi- 
dence we have collected, but it hits the 
brokers the hardest.”

While soft coal mined in Franklin 
county was being sold in Chicago yes- 
térday by retailers as high as $13 a 
ton delivered to the cellar, the same 
coal was being sold by the Peabody 
Coal company at the mines for $4.05 a 
ton f. o. b.

Trained Versus Untrained. 

“The idea that mere aggregations of 
men and material constitute fighting 
forces is as old as history, and is one 
of the most serious mistakes that his- 
tory records. Under the influence of 
such ideas the Persians sent their 
enormous hordes to fight against Alex- 
ander; the savages of Gavl hurled 
themselves against the phalanxes of 
Caesar and the Austrians and Pied- 
montese took the field against Napo- 
leon. Under the influence of ideas 
exactly the reverse, Alexander, Caesar, 
and Napoleon crushed the unskilfully 
trained hordes that came against thern. 
Under the influence of such ideas as 
are represented by the division of our 
navy, all the inefficiently trained and 
led forces in all the wars of history 
went down. 

“If there is any one fact that his- 

tory proves more clearly than any other 
fact, it is that any fighting force, in 
order to serv the purpose for which 
its nation maintains it, must be 
drilled as a single fighting force. 
. “The larger and more important an 
organization becomes the ter are 
the difficulties met in achieving unity 
of effort, but thé greater the necessity 
for achieving it. 

“ Now, we find,that insteac of having 
one grand fleet, as Great Britain has, 
the United States has two fleets, 
neither of which is grand at all. We 
find that not only are our naval vesseis 
put into two divided fleets instead of 
into on'’e grand fleet, but that these 
two fleets are out $f supporting dis- 
tance of each other and are, in fact, 
in two separate oceans.

Dr. Gottlieb had .two cases of asthma 
which were due to sleeping on chicken 
feathers and two due to goose feathers. 
Such’ persons should avoid sleeping on 
feather pillows and mattresses and 
should keep away from chickens and 
other feathered animals. 

Walker says wearing furs causes some 
cases of hay fever like asthma. 

Walker refers to cases due to inhaling 
dandruff and hair from rabbits and 
guinea pigs. Association with horses he 
places high in the scale of causes. He 
reports ten cases which were proved to 
be due to horse dandruff. 


Gottlieb reports two such cases. Walk- 
er reports two cases due to associating 
with cats. He says cat fur asthma is 
not so frequently found as the horse hair 
variety. If a person with horse hair or 
cat fur asthma wishes to avoid the dis- 
ease he must change his associates, or 
if he wishes to stay by his companions 
he can get vaccinated. ‘“alker refers to 
dog asthma, but cites no cases. Gottlieb 
refers to three cases.of dog asthma. He 
also reports one dite to sheep wool. 

Here are some more disturbing cases. 
Walker had one case where the asthma 
followed dusting the face @ face 
powder composed largely of . flour. 
Goodale reported a case where the at- 
tacks resulted from dusting the face 
with an orris root powder. In order to 
be inclusive Walker adds the report on 
an asthmatic jeweler who had trouble 
whenever he polished jewelry with box- 
wood sawdust. 

Gottlieb recites the case of a man who 
was sensitive to tobacco. When he quit 
chewing his asthma stopped. Bakers 
frequently have asthma from the inhala- 
tion of flour. Walker reports one case 
due to 6ating wheat flour and oat foods, 
one due to eating raw carrots; one due 
to eating. raw celery. Any foods con- 
taining barley, oat, wheat, onion, pork, 
or eantaloupe was liable to cause asthma 
in one Case.

‘match. 

But meanwhile the feud was fed, 
Miss McCabe says, by insulting re- 
marks uttered by Miss Howard. Among 
the fuel thus added to the fire were 
such remarks az “ You are the daugh- 
ter of a drunken saloonkeeper” and 
“You were dragged up behind a bar.” 
To this Mise McCabe objected. Her 
father was a policeman for forty years. 

Supt. Siman was called in. He de- 
clared himself neutral. Dr. Charlies E, 
Sceleth, chief physician, also took the 
middie of the road. ‘| 

Guard Causes Battle. 

Then on the evening of the 13th Miss 
Howard had a tiff with a guard which 
made him late to supper. He was tak- 
ing coffee with Miss McCabe in the 
parlor of the matron’s home, where 


chanced to pass, dropping the following 
observation to the guard: 

“Aha! So you're taking coffee with 
the saloonkeeper’s daughter.” 

\. No more fuel was needed. Miss Mc- 
Cabe sprang for a telephone to sum- 
mon Supt. Siman, but there was 4 
sound of hand on cheek and the phone 
call was forgotten. 

| A Ranning Fight. 

At this point it should be set forth 
that Miss McCabe ia, comparatively 
speaking, a heavy weight. She would 
make two of Miss Howard. And in Miss 
McCabe's defense, it should also be 
said she was ill with the flu last spring 
and was in no condition to fight. 

The running battle:led thrice from 
the parlor, through the hall to Miss 
McCabe's room and return. In the 
third round, Miss Howard is alleged 
to have grabbed an umbrella, but a 
guard tore it from her grasp as it was 
descending on Miss McCabe’s head. 

When it was over Miss McCabe's 
right arm was bleeding. She at first

She hurried to her 
brother’s home, 1617 South Millard ave- 
nue, and four days was under a phy- 
sician'’s care, her brother says. 

Has Miss Howard Arrested. 

On the strength of the Red Cross pin, 
Miss McCabe swore out a warrant 
against Miss Howard charging assault 
with a deadly weapon. Judge Caverly 
doubted whggher such a pin should be 
so classed and the case was dismissed. 
Then Miss Howard was arrested on @ 
warrant charging disorderly conduct. 

“That case is still pending.” Mr. Mc- 
Cabe said yesterday. “The charge 
that my sister was absent without 
leave is absurd. I called up Mr. Siman 
and told him my sister was too ill to 

ppear for duty.” 

x Miss Howard has taken a leave of 
absence and is said to have left for 
New York to engage in Red Cross | 
work.
